The surrounding area 
was leve^ with slight elevations to the northeast, slop- 
ing up slightly to the east and level to the south as 
far as Atalino. Three construction sites, each about 
100-meters long, were in the extension of the field to

Comment : 


a* The report does not indicate the pin-point location 
of the airfield east of Stalino. The field obviously 
is an improved airport oecupi.ed by a parachute unit 
or school and two air transport regiments during the 
time of observation. 

b. The airfield I | ( -paras 6 to IS) 25X1 

probably is an old military airfield just north of 
Staling. Previous reports stated that this field 
«s occupied by four fighters in 1947 and that there 
ms heavy flying, according to this report the field 
ms improved in 1948/1949 and not occupied by ar 
air unit. 

o. It is assumed from other reports that more occupied 
airfields exist in the otaiino area. 
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
